Twice as Much Fruit to be Produced 


in Adams 
County this Year as 


Last According to 
Figures Sup­ 


plied by Leading Growers. 


That Adams County’s 
apple 
crop 
this year will be double that of 1914 
was indicated at the meeting of 
the 
Fruit G row ers’ Association in 
Cash­ 
town on Thursday evening. 
O rchardists present reported pros­ 
pects for their own 
and 
neighbor*’ 
orchards. 
The apple bloom 
was 
re ­ 
ported unusually 
heavy 
throughout 
the county with the exception of some 
orchards th a t bore heavily last year. 
Many growers, however, reported in­ 
different setting of fruit. On the other 
hand there were 
many 
reports 
of 
nearly a full 
setting, 
early 
apples 
such as Sum m er Ram bo, 
Early Ripe 
and Smokehouse being 
reported 
es­ 
pecially heavy. As a whole the pres­ 
ent inidcation for Adams County 
is 
somewhere near fifty per cent 
of 
a 
full crop for w inter and seventy five 
per cent, or better, for summer varie­ 
ties. 
This will mc,..n perhaps double 
last 
y ear’s 
irop 
for 
the 
county. 
Peaches reported practically 
a 
full 
crop. 
N aturally this make* the situation 
in other fruit districts of great inter­ 
est. Reports from New York, 
where 
the bloom has just fallen, 
say that 
Greenings, Spy.s, and most early var­ 
ieties bloomed heavily, 
with a com­ 
paratively light bloom on 
Baldwin*. 
Peaches bloomed heavily but are not 
setting very well. 
W ashington 
and 
Oregon report heavy bloom hut *ome 
frost injury. Colorado reports 
some 
serious injury from 
a 
recent 
cold 
spell. 
Missouri and Arkansas report 
Ben Davis a light set, all other kinds 
very full. Virginia and W est Virginia 
had a heavy bloom on nearly all varie­ 
ties except Yorks which are reported 
rather light. 
O ther countie* in Pennsylvania re­ 
ported showing a fairly 
heavy 
set 
through the 
southern 
half 
of 
the 
state, and a half crop or less 
in 
the 
northern counties. 
Peach trees everywhere are report­ 
ed loaded with the exception of New 
York and Michigan, severe frosts 
in 
the last few days being reported 
iii 
the latter state.

May 21.—The cham ber of 
deputies, by a vote of 407 to 74, has 
adopted the bill conferring full powers 
on the governm ent In case of war. 
One m em ber abstained from voting. 
The bill passed amid trem endous en­ 
thusiasm.

Austria-Hungary, 
by procla­ 
mation of King Victor Emm anuel, it 
expected at any hour. 
The bill granting the cabinet full 
war powers was introduced by Pre­ 
mier balandra when the cham ber of 
deputies convened. The prem ier in­ 
formed the deputies of the urgent 
need of such action aud urged that 
extraordinary 
powers be conferred. 
Following consideration of the project 
by a com m ittee a vote was taken, only 
one deputy refusing to vote. 
The vote of 407 to 74 dem onstrated 
the alm ost universal demand on the 
part of the governm ent and nation for 
war on the side of the allies against 
the Teutonic allies.

By til 
timatum to Serbia, the prem ier said 
Austria had annulled the equilibrium 
of the Balkans and prejudiced Italian 
Interests there.

But Cold H eath er Has Helled Crop* 
in H inter Belt. 


Unusually cold weather has hinder­ 
ed rapid growth of the spring 
wheat 
and corn crops in the heavy produc­ 
tion regions during the last week, but 
the weather was very favorable, ideal 
in the important yielding section

the winter wheat belt,
